The Polish Corridor 

As a result there is a strip of ter- 
ritory which has become a Polish 
corridor stretching across Germany, 
and it is a perpetual provocation and 
a r2rmanent temptation to Germany 
to renew hostilities.

LOAN TO RUSSIA 
NOW ARRANGED, 
SAYS MINISTER 


English Banks, With Amer- 
ican Aid, to Advance 
Credits, It Is Said 


MOSCOW, Oct. 21 (P— The Soviet 
Russian Commissar for Finance, G. 
I. Sokolnikov, announced today be- 
fore the All-Russian Parliament, 
now in session in the Kremlin, that 
despite the fall of the British Labor 
Government, English bankers, with 
the support of certain American 
fnancial institutions, have agreed to 
advance Soviet Russia extensive 
commercial credits. 

The Finance Minister did not 
mention the specific amount of these 
advances. confining himself 0 
general statement that Russia has 
“eoncluded negotiations for a loan 
from abroad in the form of a credit 
to the Russian State Bank on several 
tens of millions of gold rubles.” 


Budget Is Balanced 


Mr. Sokolnivok said that the Gov- 
ernment, for the first time since 
the. revolution, had balanced its 
budget without resort to the issuance 
of paper money. 

The budget totals 2,091,600,000 
gold’ rubles. Of this 378,000,000 or 
22,000,00 more than last year are 
assigned for defense of the country; 
414,00,000 will be derived from di- 
rect taxes, of whith 215,000,000 rep- 
resents the peasant agricultural tax; 
18,000,000 are set aside for famine 
relief; while indirect taxes total 
376,000,000. The révenue from state 
property is expected to yield slightly 
more than 1.000.000,000 rubles, while 
200 000,000 rubles will be derived 
from credit ‘operations including the 
issuance of silver and copper cur- 
rency. 


Loan Question Explained 


Speaking on the question of a 
foreign loan, the Finance Minister 
said the Government was not carry- 
ing on negotiations for a loan he- 
cause Russia needed it vitally to 
balanee its budget, but because it 
wanted it in order to re-establish its 
national production. Continuing, he 
said: 

If we decide to remain on the 
same scale of economic development, 
we can do so without a loan. It is 
a mistake for British and American 
bankers to imagine that a foreign 
loan is a question of life or death 
with Soviet Russia.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21— Loans 
made by the United States to foreign 
nations at this time or in the near 
future, of which a proposed French 
loan of $150.000,000 most likely would 
be the forerunner, would be helpful 
to the American money market and 


to business generally and not detri- 
mental to the American gold reserve 
in the view of the Treasury De- 
partment. 

Although plans for the French loan 
appear to de crystallizing, and 
rumors of a loan from New York 
bankers to the Belgian central and 
colonial governments are current, it 
is not believed by high treasury o- 
ficials that there. will be an 
“avalanche” of -demands for loans 
from smaller nations. 

The success of the German loan in 
the United States has stimulated the 
belief that a French and Belgian loan 
could be as successfully floated, but 
the loans being sought by other for- 
eign nations are in the line of normal 
business, and are not an outcome of 
the Dawes plan, according to Andrew 
W. Mellon, Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

Loan to Belgium 

Reports to the Department of 
Commerce indicate that pians are al- 
ready under way for an $8,000,000 
loan to Belgium: A recent cable 
from the commercial attaché at 
Brussels states that “the interest of 
American bankers in Belgium's 
finance has convinced the Belgians 
that- their credit is better than the 
Frénch.”

In order to have a satis- 
factory condition the world over, it 
will be néceasary for us to use some 
of our surplus capital to put Burope 
back on its feet. This may in time 
deplete our gold reserve, and thereby 
help to prevent renewed inflation in 
this country. As long as we have 
nearly half of the world’s gold sup- 
ply, there exists a great temptation 
to begin anew the cycle of inflation 
from which we suffered so much in 
1920 and 1921.

Boston’ Bankers Forecast

“Things are cay 3 in 
Europe,” said Roland Borden. 
Boston lawyer S and un 
ficial American observer on the Rep- 
arations Commission, speaking to a 
representative .of The Christian 
Science Monitor. Asked to tomment 
on the oversubscription of the recent 
German loan in New York and Lon- 
don, the rapprochement between 
France and Russia, the signing of the 
Geneva protocol and the multiplica- 
tion of signs that a new era is dawn- 
ing in Europe, Mr. Boyden said:

Frankly there is no such thing as an 

accurate estimate for the Progre 

sive managers nor for the managers 
of the two old parties.

But it is useful to examine the na- 

ture of that tangible evidence. : 
The pid parties have their organi-

If 
he did not have those votes he would 
not be a captafh. But the number of 
votes that every captain can control 
is a small minority of the total votes 
in his precinct, and it is the votes 


that he cannot control and of which 


he can give no accurate account to 
his district leader that will swing 
the election. 

Nependable Organizations 

The Progressives have no such 
machinery. But they have another 
way of arriving at approximately 
the same kind of a count. They 
have certain labor organizations, 
farmer organizations and independ- 
ent political clubs in every congres- 
sional district. They know how the 
members of those organizations are 
going to vote, and; therefore, can 
form a fair estimate of their mini- 
mum strength in each district. But 
like the old party district leaders, 
they do not know how the majority 
of the unaffiliated voters in the dis- 
tricts are going to vote. 

Straw ballots are being taken all 
over the United States, some on a 
large scale and some on a small 
scale. They are straws, but not very 
accurate ones. For instance, Ed- 
ward Lowry, an experienced: political 
observer, ran across a case like this 
in an Ohio city the other day., A 
bank took a poll of its clerical help 
to find out how they intended to 
vote. Most of the clerks said they 
would vote for Coolidge, but the fa- 
ther of-one of those clerks told Mr.

‘Other Evidence 

The party managers also have 
statistics of the elections of former 
years to go by. ‘Those statistics indi- 
cate that some states are always 
safely Republican, others safely 
Democratic, and quite a number 
doubtful as between the two old par- 
ties.

Putting all their sourges of infor- 
ination and divination together, the 
most astute’ and experienced man- 
agers of the Progressive campaign 
are absolutely sure in their own 
minds that there is a strong ground 
swell for Senator La Follette that 
will give him a very large popular 
vote, running into the millions.

$50,000,000-and considered one of the 
most important private collections 
in the United States, will some ‘day 
betome the property of the Amer- 
ican public, Joseph E. Widener of 
Philadelphia, financier and art col- 
lector, declared yesterday. e col- 
lection, will be a memorial to his 
father, who. founded it more than 
40 years ago, he said.

The standard set by the federal law 
is maintained in many industries, even though 
there is neither state nor federal law, at the 
present time, to render such a standard obliga- 
tory. : 
This fact is significant. The children of the 
Nation fare better today, perhaps, than they did 
ten years ago. They fare better because public 
opinion was mobilized behind two federal laws. 
But_is there any guarantee, apart, from that 
contained in a federal law, that their status will 
continue to improve? Should the present 
amendment suffer defeat, it is a fairly safe fore- 
cast: that public interest in the question will 
wane. Inter-industry agreements will no longer 
be urged by a united opposition to the employ- 
ment of children. There will be no national 
sentinels to see to it that, instead of reverting 
to the old, deplorable conditions, the situation 
will steadily be made better. 

Without a federal law the hazards to the chil- 
dren are too great to be risked.

tion, the American Park 


Public Parks 
and the

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can Institute of Park Executives. Naturally, 
at such a gathering, the briefs were all in sup- 
port of. a more liberal national, state and mu- 
nicipal policy in providing picturesque and con- 
venient playgrounds for tourists, vacationists, 
and casual visitors. This policy was indorsed 


and encouraged by President Coolidge in an 


address to those delegates who visited him at 
the White House. 

‘The purpose is a commendable and worthy 
one. But perhaps it is the experience of every 
studious observer that gven now the opportu- 
nities and privileges offered by the generous 
provision already made are not generally ap- 
preciated by the public. It is made to appear 
that a tremendous increase has been noted in 
recent years in the number of tourists’ who 
have visited the national parks. In the year 
1916 the total was 356,097. In the year 1923 
this total had grown to 1,648,629. But even this 
last figure represents only about one person in 
every one hundred in the United States. Sup- 
pose this total were to be doubled. Still the 
ratio would be so small that a fair analysis 
might tend to weaken- the arguments of those 
who insist that still greater areas be set apart 
for playgrounds and that additional millions 
of public money be devoted to the maintenance 
of the parks. ‘ 

Thus yiewed, there might likewise appear 
an answer to the protest against that réeason- 
able utilization of the waters originating in 
some of the parks for power and irrigation 
purposes. There is the persistent claim, which 
cannot be ignored, that throughout many 
months of the year these waters are wasted 
without even benefiting the casual tourist or 
vacation camper. It is insisted that their con- 
servative use in the generation of hydroelectric 
power or in agriculture would benefit many 
without injuring anyone. The answer may be 
found in the realization that any sound public 
policy must take into serious consideration the 
welfare of all the people concerned. 

Considering as an abstract proposition the 


\ appeal in behalf of additional funds to be used 


in providing hard-surfaced roads and addi- 
tional buildings for the accommodation of tour- 
ists who visit the parks, it should not be forgot- 
ten that these parks may well be preserved as 
nearly in their natural state as to be recon- 
structed, even in a measure, to conform to 
modern ideas of comfort. The parks are attrac- 
tive to people of alk kinds now because of their 
naturalness and their ruggedness. The ease 
by which they are reached by automobile will 
continue to increase the number of visitors 
during the summer and early autumn. But 
even if the number of visitors is doubled, as it 
conceivably will be, prudence and fairness com- 
pel a conservative expenditure of public 
moneys in enterprises which attract and give 
pleasure to no more than 2- per cent of the

The World's Great Capitals: The Week in Paris 


Paris, Oct. 21 
Seymour Parker Gilbert, who is succeeding Owen D. 
Young ‘as agent-general of reparations, was presented to 
the members of the Reparation Commission today by 
Colonel Logan. who remains American unofficial ob- 


server on the commission. At the end of the week he will 


proceed to Berlin for important meetings, and will then 
-formally take over from Mr. Yoting. He has made a 
good impression on all who have met him. ; 


A suitable building for the Institution of Intellectual 
Co-operation, which was accepted by the Assembly of 
the League of Nations, has been found in Paris. It will 
be remembered that France offered to provide the head- 
quarters for this. body, and as the first meeting of the 
Commission of Co-operation should be ‘held in January 
next, it was necessary for the Minister of Public Instruc- 
tion to find an appropriate place without delay. He has 
chosen the former Austrian Embassy: it stands in the 
Rue de Varenne. The Austrians whose Empire has been 
broken up have now-no use for it. Before the war it 
was regarded as the most magnificent embassy in the 
French capital. There is an immense courtyard, and the 
entrance with its pillared portals is impressive. Its 


high-arched windows, its rich carvings, its spacious 


rooms, make.of the mansion a munificent gift from: France 
to the Institution of Intellectual Co-operation.

The Regional Movement makes headway in France. 
Fach of the different districts is endeavoring to culti- 
vate its own arts: there is a sort of decentralization. 
Paris has been regarded as the magnet which drew to 
it all the ambitious provinces, but now a successful at- 
tempt is being made to reverse the process. Even those 
provincials who come to the capital are desirous of 
preserving their regional customs, and make as it were 
little colonies in Paris. The Municipal Council has been 
asked to help to provide headquarters for Normandy, 
Burgundy, Brittany and Provence, in which fétes or 
meetings of local interest could be held, and where the 
local speech and dress would be favored. It is hoped 
that on the old site of the fortifications spaces may be 
found for these provincial houses. 2 
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Undoubtedly there has been an increase in the luxury 
trades. at Paris since the war. The figures. just pub- 
lished show, for example, that before the war there were 
seventy-nine silk hosiery shops and that now there are 
333. The number of dealers in imitation pearls has 
doubled, so have the furriers. There are many more 
prosperous dressmaking establishments than has ever 
been the case: On the other hand, it is to be observed 
that forty-four firms made thread gloves in 1914; to- 
day only seven of them survive. : 
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A good deal of interest ts being taken in a young 
Paris policeman who will, if promises are fulfilled, be- 
come one of France's leading tenors. He still stands 
controlling the tangle of.traffic at a busy crossing. but 
one of the most famous singers of the Opera has under- 
taken to train him. He has made much progress, his 
fine natural voice has been improved and he has learned 
the roles of many operas. se who have heard -him 
foretell a great future for Henri Vors. 
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The mosque with minaret which is rising im the heart 
of Paris is being completed. It is set in the midst of 
a souk or native market; near by is a Moorish café. 
France claims to be. a Mussulman Empire, and this 


mosque is intended for the many Muhammadans who are 


to be found in one of the most cosmopolitan of cities. 
Arcades and courts are paved in exquisite mosaic, and 


Eastern gardens are being planted. To tell the truth, 


most of the Muhammadans in Paris appear to be hawkers

Always are they 
filled, and the tourist season, which used to be confined 
to certain months, now appears to extend throughout

A Living Wage for Postal Employees 
To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 


I am gratified to learn that the postal employees’ con- 


ventions recently held at St. Paul and Minneapolis: Minn., 
adopted resolutions favoring the salary increase measure 
known as Se.aie Bill 1898, and pledged themselves to 


labor for its final passage at the second session of the’ 


S'xty-Eighth Congress. This action should insure united 
effort o1 the part of all organizations of employees in the 
postal service. which we hope will bring our movement 


for an adequate wage readjustment to a successful con- 


clusion. 
zus Ration-wide appeal of the postal employees for 
a living wage was supported by substantially all of the 


people throughout the country, and received the indorse- 
ment of 97 per cent of the publications in the United 


States through the medium of favorable editorial com- 
ment and news articles. Extended hearings on salary 
legislation were held, at which appeared representatives 
of the business people, the Post Office Department, and 
of the employees. Upward of 300 United States senators 
and members of Congress were present and voiced their 


hearty approval of immediate and substantial salary. 


increases. 


As a result of the testimony adduced at the hearing, 


the committees of the Senate and the House introduced 
separate bills providing for wage increases of $300 per 
angum for the employees. 
ing their respective houses by overwhelming majorities 


(in the Senate by a vote of 73 to 3, and in the House by 


250 to 14), were referred to a conference committee com- 
prising members of both houses. The conferees unani- 
mously agreed upon a bill known as S. 1898, with minor 
changes in some of its provisions, but none in the salary 
clauses. The bill was returned to the Senate, where it 
was passed without a dissenting vote, and when it reached 
the House it was adopted by the magnificent vote of 361 
in favor to but 6 opposed. | 5 
On June 7, 1924, the President of the United States 
“disapproved of the measure and returned it. together 
with his veto message, to the Senate, whence it had 
originated, There it lay until the Senate adjourned, with- 
out any action being taken. ils were ws nopes uf
